Characteristic Marks 

The most characteristic marks 
of modernism can be clearly traced 
in some heresy, in well-nigh every 
century. A reader of The Southern 
Methodist tabulated some of the 
chief features of the Gnostic Here- 
sy of the first century, of the Mar- 
cionites of the second century, of 
the Neo-Platonic Heresy and the 
Manichean Heresies of the third, 
and the Pelagian Heresy of the 
fourth century. It is almost a mo- 
notonous repetition! If we give 
one, we practically give all.

have us study the prophecies, He wouldn’t have put them into 


the Bible. Some are fulfilled, 
the rest. 


We are told how He is going 
to come. When those disciples 
stood looking up into Heaven at 
the time of His ascension, there 
appeared two angels, who said 
unto them: “Ye men of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven? This same Jesus, which 
is taken up from you into heaven 
shall in like as 
ye have seen him go into heaven” 
(Acts 1:11). 

Some have tried to tell the very 
day He would come. Perhaps that 
is one of the reasons why people 
do not believe this doctrine. He 
is coming, we know that, but just 
when He is coming we do not 
know. Matthew 24:36 settles that. 
tells us to watch. “There- 
for be ye also ready, for in such 
an hour as ye think not, the Son 
of Man cometh.” 

Some people say that this means 
death: but the Word of God does 
not say this means death. John 
21:23 seems to settle the matter. 

There is another mistake, as you 
will find if you read your Bibles 
carefully. Some people think that 
at the coming of Christ every- 
thing is to be done up in a few 
minutes: but I do not so under- 
stand it. The first thing He is 
to do is to take His church out 
of the world. He calls the church 
His bride, and He says He is go- 
ing to prepare a place for her. 

In the closing verses of the 
fourth chapter of 1 Thessalonians, 
Paul says: “If we believe that 
Christ died and rose again, even 
so also them which sleep in Jesus 
will God bring with Him....We 
which are alive and remain unto 
the coming of the Lord shall not 
precede them which are asleep. 
For the Lord Himself shall des- 
cend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God, and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first. 
Then we whicn are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds to meet 
the Lord in the air, and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord. Where-

fore comfort one another with 
these words.” 
That is the comfort of the 


church. Dean Alford says that he 
must insist that this coming of 
Christ to take His church to Him- 
self in the clouds is not the same 
event as His coming to judge the 
world at the last day. The deliv- 
erance of the church is one thing, 
judgment is another. The trump 


of God may be sounded, for any- | 


thing we know, before I finish 
this sermon—at any rate, we are 
told that He will come as a thief 
in the night, and at an hour when 
many look not for Him. 

In the first chapter of 1 Thessa- 
lonians, Paul says: “Ye turned to 
God from idols to serve the living 
and true God, and to wait for His 
Son from heaven, whom He raised 
from the dead, even Jesus, which 
delivered us from the wrath to 
come.” To wait for His Son; that 
is the true attitude of every child 
of God. Then over in the next 
chapter (1 Thess. 2:19) he says: 
“For what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even 
ye in the presence of our Lord 
Jesus Christ at His coming?” And 
again, in the third chapter, at the 
thirteenth verse: “To the end that 
He may establish your hearts un- 
blamable in holiness before God, 
even the Father, at the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ with al] 
His saints.” Still again, in the 
fifth chapter: ‘For yourselves 
know perfectly that the day of the 
Lord so cometh as a thief in the 
night.” He has something to say 
about this same thing in every 
chapter. Indeed, I have thought 
that this epistle to the Thessalon- 
jans might be called the Gospel 
of Christ’s coming again. 

There are three great facts fore- 
told in the Word of God. First, 
that Christ should come; that has 
been fulfilled. Second, that the 
Holy Ghost should come; that was 
fulfilled at Pentecost. Third, the

Take the account of the words 
of Christ at the communion table. 
It seems to me that the Devil has 
covered up the most precious 
thing about it, “For as often as 
ve eat this bread and drink this 
cup ye do show forth the Lord’s 
death till he come.” 

Some people say: “J believe 
Christ will come on the other side 
of the millennium.’ Where do you 
get it? I cannot find it. I do not 
find any place where the Lord 
says the world is to grow better 
and better. I find that the earth 
is to grow worse and worse, and 
at length there is going to be a 
separation, “Two women grinding 
at a mill—one taken and the other 
left; two men in one bed—one 
taken and the other left.” The 
church is to be translated out of 
the world, and we have two ex- 
amples already, in Christ’s kKing- 
dom, of what is to be done for all 
true believers. Enoch is the repre- 
sentative of the first dispensation, 
Elijah of the second, and as a 
representative of the third dispen- 
sation, we have the Saviour Him- 
self, who became the first fruits 
of them that slept. 


Now some of you think this is 
a new and strange doctrine, and 
that they who preach it are 
speckled birds. But let me tell you 
that most of the spiritual men in 
the pulpits of Great Britain are 
firm in this faith. I have heard 
Newman Hall say that he knew 
no reason why Christ might not 
come before he got through with 
his sermon. But in certain wealthy 
and fashionable churches, where 
they have the form of godliness, 
but deny the power thereof—this 
doctrine is not preached or be- 
lieved. We live in the day of 
shams in religion. The church is 
cold and formal; may God wake 
us up! And I know of no better 
way to do it than to get the 
church to looking for the return 
of our Lord. 1 have felt like work- 
ing three times as hard ever since 


I came to understand that my 
| Lord is coming again. I look upon 
i'this world as a wrecked vessel. 
|'God has given me a lifeboat, and 
said to me, ‘““Moody, save all you 
can.’ God will come in judgment 
and burn up this world, but the 
children of God do not belong to 
this world; they are in it, but not 
of it. This world is getting darker 
‘and darker; its ruin is coming

Conservative Scholars and 
Modernism 

Before entering further into our 
| Subject it might be well to give a 
few utterances of Conservative 
scholars concerning modernism. 
That practically all scholarship, as 
many modernists have claimed, is 
on their side, is simply untrue. We 
can find space for but a few. 

A. H. Finn, whose monumental] 
work, The Unity of the Penta- 
teuch, Still unanswered, says: 

In a very careful study of the 
criticism of the Pentateuch, I 
have found reason to object to 
Strained interpretations, circular 
arguments, beggings of the 
question, unsubstantiated asser- 
tions, and other questionable 
methods; and similar blemishes 
are not absent from the criti- 
cism of the New Testament.*

He commences by saying: “Mr. 
Podsnap was well to do, and stood 
very high in Mr. Podsnap’s opin- 
jon.” 

A few lines on we read:— 

Thus happily acquainted with 

his own merit and importance, 
Mr. Podsnap settled that what- 
ever he put behind him he put 
out of existence. There was a 
dignified conclusiveness—not to 
add a grand convenience — in 
this way of getting rid of dis- 
agreeables which had done much 
towards establishing Mr. Pod- 
snap in his lofty place in Mr. 
Podsnap’s satisfaction. “I don't 
want to know about it; I don’t 
choose to discuss it; I don't 
admit it!” Mr. Podsnap had even 
acquired a peculiar flourish of 
his right arm in often clearing 
the world of its most difficult 
problems, by sweeping them be- 
hind him, “and consequently 
sheer away,’ with those words 
and a flushed face. For they af- 
fronted him. 

There is a Podsnappery Society 
among certain scholars today, as 
certainly as there was amongst the 
elite in the time of Dickens. I was

Modernists’ Attack on the 
Bible 


Can it be shown from the act- 
ual words of modernists that the 
testimony of many recognized 
leaders in evangelical circles is 
warranted?. In the sixth edition 
of Heresies Exposed the Editor 
of The Witness, Mr. Hy. Picker- 
ing, has a collection of a goodly 
number of such utterances. We 
can but quote a few of them:— 


Dr. Lyman Abbott: “An infalli- 
ble book is an impossible concep- 
tion, and today no one really be- 
lieves our Bible is such a book.” 

Professor Shailer Matthews: 
“As for higher criticism, we not 
only use it in the study of the 
Bible, but we believe any person 
who does not use it is not study- 
ing the Bible wisely or efficiently 
(So say Russellites, Mormons, 
Christian Scientists and others, of 
their books.—££d.). Most skepti- 
cism in college students is due to 
the extreme teachings of the in- 
spiration of the Bible.” 

Dr. Fosdick: “From naive ac- 
ceptance of the Bible as of equal 
credibility in all its parts because 
mechanically inerrant (which no 
one teaches.—E#d.), I passed years 
ago to the shocking conviction 
that such traditional Bibliolatry 
is false in fact and perilous in re- 
sult.”” He speaks of the Trinity as 
an “arithmetical absurdity” (The 
Modern Use of the Bible, pp. 273, 
188).

Space forbids more, save an ex- 
ample of what is being openly 
stated in our day. The following 
is from the Evangelical Christiun 
of April, 1930:— 

I doubt if there is any other 
book which ranges from such 
sublime heights to such degrad- 
ing depths as the Bible. The 
Bible was not written by God. 
If God wrote the Bible He would 
have done a better job of it. 
If written now, it could not be 
sent through the U.S. mails. It 
contains a wide range of mater- 
ials not suited.for children. 

All scholars agree that the 
trinitarian references in _ the 
Bible are pious forgeries. The 
question of the divinity of Jesus 
is not worth a hill of beans. We 
must scrap the Bible before we 
can attain church unity. It has 
no part in the 20th century civi- 
lization. 


Sad to say, tne ravings of this 
'poor skeptic were from the plat- 
‘form of a convention whereat 
.5,000 delegates attended from var- 
‘ious Protestant churches in the 
State of Ohio, U.S.A. The Editor 
of the Evangelical Christian com- 
‘ments: “How such a man could 
_be invited to speak on a supposed- 
‘ly Christian platform at a con- 
‘vention of supposedly Christian 
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teachers,

comprehension. That his words 


‘should have been received with- 


out a storm of protest and repu- 
diation, is a sad commentary on

Thus the modernist leaders 


scoff at the Scriptures being in- 
fallible: claim that apart from 
their works it cannot be efficient- 
ly studied: discard much of the 
Old Testament as being defective, 
obsolete, erroneous and’ crude:

curate and the writers uninspired: 
that much of the Bible is mere 
folklore, of half-savage morality, 
containing pious forgeries, and 
should be scrapped! 


How is it that many true Chris- 
tians with all this in view and 
much more, are constantly charg- 
ing fundamentalists with using 
extreme language about modern- 
ists, yet never open their mouths 
to rebuke the modernists, for their 
extreme language about the Word 
of the Living God, and their at- 
tack upon almost every vital doc- 
trine therein? 

“For fourteen hundred years,” 
says Dr. Jefferson, “the sun was 
misinterpreted. It made no differ- 
ence to the sun. Ptolemy had a 
wrong conception, but the sun 
kept right on shining. He flooded 
every day with light, and went 
out into the fields every summer 
and aided the farmers in bringing 
in their crops.” The meaning of 
this parable is obvious!

Perhaps one of 
the best examples of this is Well- 
hausen’s “imaginary discovery” of 
twenty-two authors for the Books 
of Moses! 
A. J. Pollock writes: 

We may well ask, was there 
any occasion in all the litera- 
ture of the world, when an edi- 
tor produced a volume made up 
of the writings of twenty-two 
different authors, more or less, 
and’ succeeded in foisting them 
upon a whole nation as the 


* From Modern Churchmen. 
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D.D., in his book The Bible Under 
Fire, tells us that_the critics had 
never produced a more scholarly 
body of men than those who pro- 
duced this “Rainbow” Bible, which 
has since “been ridiculed out of 
court.” On page 15 of his book, Dr. 
J. L. Campbell gives a long list 
of their names, saying: “They are 
mentioned here to show that their 
friends cannot evade the responsi- 
bility of this undertaking.” He 
then says: 

Now as a sample of the length 
to which they went let us turn 
to the Polychrome edition of 
the book of Judges by Dr. Moore 
of Andover (Mass.). He actual- 
ly professes to have so analyzed 
this book that he is able to show 
that the 24 verses included be- 
tween chapters 2:6 and 3:6 are 
made up of 23 different frag- 
ments all spliced together. Ex- 
tracts vary much in length, but 
in 13 cases he claims to show 
that three words are from one 
author, while the context is 
from anether. In ten cases he 
claims that two words are from 
one author and the context from 
another, and in eight cases he 
would have us believe that one 
single word is from one author 
and the context from another, 


one of these words being the 
personal pronoun “I” (Judges 
6:16). 


Other equally puerile examples 
are given. Is it to be wondered 
at that Bishop Welldon should 
state that their work falls “little 
short of insanity”? 


Its Morality 


We open this unhappy section 
of our article with a quotation 
from Mr. E, C. Cratill in The 
Morning Star, who clearly ex- 
presses a charge made very fre- 


quently against the higher cri- 
| tic :— 
If he did in the commercial 


world what he does in the re- 
ligious world he would be dis- 
missed summarily. If he be- 
trayed his trust in the army or 
navy he would be shot at sun- 
rise. The modernizer in the pul- 
pit has not been honest enough 
to put on his true colors and 
boldly declare himself an un- 
believer in the Scriptures, an 
ally of Unitarianism and Uni- 
versalism. 

Some may say that is pure as- 
sumption, mere assertions how- 
ever emphatic prove nothing.

Albrech Ritschl, the German 
theologian, credited as_ the 
Father of modernism, defended 
the principle that it is right and 
proper, in order to allay the fears 
of conservatives, to express new 
theological opinions in the old 
familiar words.- And ever since 
Ritschl’s day, theological coun- 
terfeiting or two-facedness has 
been in fashion amongst his 
followers.—Modernism, p. 8. By

We must mention one other ob- 
jection which is often raised. We 
hear men say, “Does not the word 
teach that not one jot or tittle 
of the law will pass "till all be 
fulfilled?”’ Yes, but that is not 
all of the verse. Let me read to 
you the two verses which are 
usually quoted. The first is in 
Matthew 5:18: 


“For verily I say unto you, Ti 
heaven and earth pass, one jot or 
one tittle shall in no wise pass 
from the law, TILL ALL BE FUL- 
FILLED.” 


Now the word law here does not 
all apply to the law of Moses alone 
‘but is the word used for the 
Scriptures. All the five books of 
Moses are referred to as the LAW. 
Many words are used for the 
Scripture such as precepts, stat- 
utes, commandments, word, judg- 
ment, and many more, which re- 
fer to the Scriptures in general. 
All these terms may be found in 
| a single chapter, the 119th Psalm. 
|'By referring to it you will see 
that the words law, precepts, 
statutes, testimonies, ‘and other 
terms are used interchangeably 
With the expression “the word.” 
But even assuming this word, 
“law” in Matthew 5 is the law 
of Moses, even then it presents 
no difficulty. It is true. that not 
one jot or tittle of the law of 
Moses shall “fail till. all be ful- 
filled.’”’ But it was fulfilled. Christ 
is the fulfillment of the law and 
Jesus satisfied its every just de- 
mand. And when He cried, “It is 
finished,” everything in the law 
was met and finished. This is very 
evident from the verse which pre- 
cedes this one in Matthew 5, but 
is never quoted by the objectors. 
It should be read first however.

and climaxing it by the murder 
of the Son of God, God has for- 
ever settled the question that man 
cannot be saved by the words of 
the law. 


Let me conclude by emphasiz- 
ing again this ministry of the law. 
The law “kills” (II Cor. 3:6). 
The law was “done away” (II 
Cor. 3:11). The law was unto 
“condemnation” (II Cor. 3:9). The 
law was “abolished” (II Cor. 
3:13). In ‘the 7th verse of this same | 
chapter in II Corinthians we are| 
told that the law was the “min- | 
istration of. death.” But when | 
Jesus paid the price of the law on | 
Calvary the only claim the law 
had on us was broken. 


How we rejoice in this Re- 
deemer. Now we can live without | 
care and without fear. Death, the) 
awful spectre, has lost its alarm | 
for us and we, standing before | 
Calvary, (not at Sinai) can cry 
out with Paul, “O death, where 
is thy sting? O grave, where is 
thy victory?” The sting of death | 
is sin; and the strength of sin is 
the law. 


“The Sting of Death is Sin” 


What an expression! Death had 
a sting. It was sin. But Jesus took 


the price of eternal death. Physi- 
cal death for the Christians is 
robbed of all its sting; and when 


the fear of death is gone. 


Just an illustration in closing. 
[I have at my home in Grand | 
Rapids a number of beehives. Most | 
of these bees are very gentle and | 
present no problem. Once in a’ 
while a wild strain will be intro- | 
duced by a new queen being mated. 
to a wild drone, with the result 
that the new brood will not be 
a pure strain of Italian bees. This 
mixed brood sometimes becomes | 
very hot and vicious and will | 
sting at the least. provocation. 


A few years ago I had such a 
hive and while I was walking in 
the field with my two boys, one 
of these insects made a bee line) 
for the elder of the two and be-| 
fore he was aware of it, had stung | 
him just above the eye. He quick- | 
ly brushed it away and threw | 
himself in the grass kicking and | 
screaming. No sooner had the bee | 
been brushed away when it went 
straight for the younger son and | 
began buzzing around his head | 
while he too hid his head in the | 
grass screaming and yelling for 
help. But I picked him up and) 
told him -to stop crying. Said I, | 
“That bee is harmless. It cannot | 
hurt you. It has lost its sting,” | 
As you may know a bee stings | 
only ONCE. When it does, it leaves | 
its stinger in the victim and from | 
then on is perfectly harmless. So | 
[I took him over to his elder | 
brother and showed him the little | 
black stinger in his brother’s brow 
and said, “The bee can still buzz 
and scare you, but it is power- | 
less to hurt you. Your brother | 
took the sting away by being 
stung.” And then I explained the 
verse in I Corinthians 15 ‘to them. | 


The sting of death is sin. But 
our Elder Brother, the Lord Jesus, 
hung on tthe cross and took the 
sting out of death, namely sin. 
He took our sin and since death 
has only one sting and the law 
can only ask satisfaction once, 
death from now on is powerless to 
hurt those who have accepted the 
work of the Elder Brother, Jesus. 
The only thing that makes me 
fear death is to face God with 
Sin, but that was taken care of. 
Death left its sting in Jesus and 
now death may buzz around and 
scare us half to death but it can- 
not hurt us any more. All it can 
do is open ‘the door into Glory. 


When my boy saw the sting 
in his brother, he dried his tears. 
And friend, I want to take you 
today to.your Elder Brother and 
show you the sting in His body. 
Look at His hands and His feet. 
See ‘the scars on His brow where 
the thorny crown rested and re- 
joice in the fact that the sting 
of death is gone. Gone! Complete 
in Him forever.
